Ohio, and be 
foie the war she was a modern Ian 
guage teacher at Clarksburg. W. Ya.. 
and Lexington College. Lexington. Mo. 


But .she has not had much to do 


with teaching modern languages for 
some time. She was at that minute m 
the middle of a conversation about her 
work at the Y. W. C. A. Hostess House 
in Xeufehateau, France. She had just 
opened her house—opened it before the 
scrubbing was finished or the 
furni- 


ture in. heeiuse a Red Cross gnl and a 
Y 51. C. A. canteen worker weie sick 
and had to have a place to live. 


Then the event happened which made 


her gasp. The R. T. p.. meaning: rail- 
road transportation officer, of a near- 
by town called to announce that h<? 
was sending 20 nurses through on their 
way to Germany—and would she pleise 
take 
care of 
them at the 
Hostess 


House? 


Of course it had to be clone 
"So with the help of the Red Cross 


for cots and blankets, and the army 
for 
transportation 
of 
them. 
I 
got 


ready." 
the 
speaker 
continued. 
"I 


hurried my household through dinner. 
By the time I had the cots in the Ining 
ro'om—filling even corner of it, the 
contingent arrived. 
The R. T. O. had 


said they would have their dinner, but 
of course they hadn't and were star\ eJ. 


"I sent some one of the Red Cross 


canteen for sandwiches and with the 
aid of all the tea and tea cakes I had. 
was able to satisfy them partly, any- 
way. 
Then we crammed the rest to 


the" house full of cots and blankets until 
we had enough up. 
I had just turned 


cut the last light and stretched my 
weary legs in "bed when the 'phone 
rang. It "was hard to get to it w;th all 
the'cots there-, but I did. and found it 
was the provost marshal asking if I 
could possibly take in an old French 
woman who had been brought up for a 
court martial case. By this time I was 
past being floored by anything so I just 
put up another cot in the kitchen and 
took her in. 
"The nurses had to le-ive on a 5-30 


train so there wasn't a great cleil of 
sleepins: time left in that night. 


"I had folded the last cot and the 


next to the last blanket, aftsr seeing 
them off. when the mother of 'our' 
refugee b^br came rushing in as wliite 
as a sheet gasping—'Mademoiselle— 
malade—.' The baby was a=; nearly gone 
as possible. It had pulled a pillow over 
its head and was suffocated. 
I could 


get no doctor by the telephone. How- 
ever, fifteen minutes' strenuous work 
on our part revived it. 
"Honestly, we are proof against any- 


thing now. I think. 
For after those 


two sick girls had spent the night with 


,„ me. I found they both were recovering 


from the 'flu.' but none of the rest of 
us got it. Really the only thing that's 
worrying me is that I am afraid I'm 
going to break the bank buying fuel."
